— Two 
distinguished

mons out in Utah p i'€ scnt a unique contrast iu 
hum an relations. One is J. Reuben Clark, No. 
2 man in the Mormon church, a Rep ublican: 
the other Elbert Thomas, senior senator from 
Utah, Democrat. 
Tw enty-five years ago, Reuben Clark worked 
in the State dep artment, smoothed out manv of 
Secretary P'rank B. Kellogg's troubles, e \e n tu- 
ally became one of our best under.secrctaries. 
He was criticized, however, for being a radi­ 
cal because he wrote a document p rop osing a 
revision of the Monroe docti ine. whereby other 
Pan-A m eiican nations would join us in up ­ 
holding the doctrine. This theory is now gener­ 
ally accep ted, but at that time Reuben Clark 
and his “Bolshevist” views were comp ared to 
a waft of red-hot air out of the Kremlin. 
Eventually Reuben Clark left the State de­ 
p artm ent and became ambassador to Mexico 
w here he did an equally good, though according 
to some, a revolutionary job. He believed in 
friendship with Mexico—a new theory in that 
day. 
Finally Reuben 
Clark retired, 
I'eturned to 
Utah, .» ¡eitled down as No. 2 man in the Mormon 
church, and as a director of insurance com­ 
p anies. hotel.s and railroad,« . Being human, he 
ha.s also grown old. 
Meanwhile, another Mormon in Washington 
has been p ioneering U.S. foreign p olicy. Last 
year Sen. Elbert Thomas of Utah introduced 
a resolution creating a United Nations p olice 
force not subject to Soviet veto, but obedient 
to a m ajority vote in the U.N. assembly. 
When 
first introduced, Thom as’s resolution 
was 
considered 
i>evoIutionary. 
Howe\'cr, he 
fought for it, demanded p ublic hearings, and 
at these hearings the State dep artm ent vigor­ 
ously op p osed Thom as’s “revolutionary” idea. 
One year has now p assed, however, and that 
idea i.s now the official p olicy of the State de­ 
p artm ent. Thom as’s idea was first adop ted for 
Korea and is now being debated in the U.N. 
where it is being vigorously op p osed by Moscow, 
but will p robably win. 
Today in Utah, this same senator who p io­ 
neered foreign p olicy ahead of his time is now 
facing a desp erate re-election battle, with the 
absurd charge being made that he is a Com­ 
munist. And p olitics being wha* it is, the man 
who is working hardest to defeat him is the 
other IMormon leader, who also p ut forward 
revolutionary ideas ahead of his time - 8 0-ycar- 
old Reuben Clark.

It i.s a tribute to A m endm ent 1 that most of 
the vocal op p osition ha.« come from p ersons who 
have been misinformed on what the amendm ent 
w'ould do. 
Under 
definite 
restrictions 
A m endm ent 
1 
would p ermit the p eop le of any Missouri school 
district to decide their local school op erating 
levy by m ajority vote instead of the p resent 
fiat requirem ent of a two-thirds vote. That is 
absolutely the only thing the am endm ent would 
do to aid the schools. All the rest of the p rovi­ 
sions in the am endm ent are devoted to the re­ 
strictions on its use. 
Of course the main 
(but generally silent) 
op p osition to Am endm ent 1 comes from p eop le 
who are against normal school taxes and want 
to keep their advantage of the tw o-thirds rule. 
As long as a school levy requires a two-thirds 
m ajority the vote of one p erson against a levy 
i.« worth two in favor of it. 


But here we are concerned with false imp res­ 
sions that have gotten around to some p eop le 
who are friendly to schools. 


Some 
have the idea 
that the 
am endm ent 
would change the tw o-thirds m ajority require­ 
ment for bond issues. It would not change the 
requirem ent on bond votes in any way. School 
bonds and all other bonds would continue to 
require a two-thirds majority. A vote on bonds 
is a v’ery different m atter from a vote on normal 
op erating taxes because a bond issue involves a 
community debt. 
There arc rep orts that a considerable num ber 
of p ersons had thou.ght Amendment Î would be 
a vote on some kind of school taxes. Its adop ­ 
tion wouldn’t make a change in the ta.x of any 
Ali.ssouri school district. That is left entirely to 
the p eop le living in the various districts. Tlic 
amendment would not levy any tax anywhere 
or change any tax rate. 
Ap p arently 
some 
hav e 
thought 
that 
the 
am endm ent would raise the constitutional ceil­ 
ing over school taxes. The fact is, the p re.scnt 
constitution p uts no ceiling over the taxes a 
district can vote under the two-thirds rule. The 
p resent constitution does not p erm it the Legis­ 
lature to .set a ceiling. 
If Am endment 1 canies districts that vote 
under its rules would have to accep t new re ­ 
strictions. They would come under ceilings set 
by the am endm ent itself. The amendm ent would 
give the Legislature p ermission to set lower 
ceilings, as lovv* as it thought necc.ssary. 
Additional new i-estrictions limit the use of 
the am endm ent to 
levies of short 
duration. 
Kansas C ity could not vote a Icvw for more 
than two years by m ajority vote. Outstate dis­ 
tricts vv*ould be limited to one year at a time. 
No district would be required to vote under 
Amendment 1. a.ssurning it is adop ted. The dis­ 
trict could .« till submit its levy under the two- 
third? rule of the constitution as it now stands. 
It would then be free from any of the new 
restrictions on time and the ceilings imp osed 
by Am endment 1. The am endm ent vv’ould simp ly 
offoi an op tional p lan for the u.« e of districts 
that need it. 
Am endm ent 1 is intended to give the schools 
a fair shake in districts where a strong minority 
bloc is fighting necc.ssary school taxes. It would 
give the m ajority a chanc'c to decide what kind 
of schools the community should have.
